Three 

Beautiful 

Planets 



During the month of March, 
we are fortunate to have three out- 
standing planets in the wesicrn sky 
alter sunset! From the western 
horizon upward along the ecliptic, 
they are Mars, Jupiter, and Sat- 
urn! 

To find these three gems in 
the night time sky, simply note the 
spot on the horizon where the sun 
sets, and they will appear in a 
perfect straight line about thirty 
minutes later. Jupiter the middle 
one will be the brightest, and Sat- 
urn will be about ten degrees above 
it. Mars is about twenty degrees 



below Jupiter and is noted by Us red 
color. From the top to the bottom of 
your out— slreL hed fist is approxi- 
mately ten degrees, so Saturn is one 
fist above Jupiter and Mars two 
below. Planets travel on the ecliptic 
plane, so the three will be in a straight 
line. Also, you will note that being 
planets they do not twinkle as stars 
do. 

The reason that Jupiter is so 
bright is due to its size-it is the 
largest planet in *fur Solar System. 
Saturn is second in *\$$ to Jupiter, 
and they are both huge, gaseous 
planets. They are primarily made 



of hydrogen, and along with Ura- 
nus and Neptune make up the four 
gas giant or Jovian planets. 

Mars on the other hand is 
smaller than Earth and is hard and 
rocky, and along with Earth, Ve- 
nus, and Mercury make up the 
four terrestrial planets. The red 
color of Mars comes from iron on 
its surface that has oxidized to 
form ferric oxide or what we com- 
monly call rust. 

Get outside, enjoy the great 
weather, and keep looking up! Be 
sure to catch the spectacular show 
of these three magnificent planets.

After a short four-hour drive, 
you will find yourself basking in 
the sun on part of Panama City's 27 
miles of sugary white beaches. Also 
known as the Emerald Coast, 
Panama City's beaches arc consid- 
ered among some of the world's 
most beautiful beaches. 

After a hot day of sun. stu- 
dents head for the showers to get 
ready for the night life. Panama 
City boasts some fabulous night 
life as home to two of the largest 
nightclubs in the United Stales. 

Spinnaker Beach Club and 
Club La Vela are located next to 
one another on the strip. So, if you 
decide you want a change of scen- 
ery, just walk next door. Club La 
Vela is the largest nightclub in the 
U.S. and offers eight different clubs 
under one roof. Both clubs keep

The wa- 
ter could be a little chilly with the 
average temperature being 63-70 
degrees. 

If you want a spring break 
hotel package to Panama City, you 
and three of your friends can stay 
seven nights for as little as $ 1 59 per 
person. However, keep in mind that 
this does not include the damage 
deposit and in some hotels, no one 
under 21 can check-in without an 
adult. 

Along with the promise of 
good times at a moderate price. 
Panama City Beach extends the 
warm hospitality of the South. 

"It was relaxing, fun, invigo- 
rating, warm, tropical. ..and worth 
every single penny," reported one 
female student from the University 
of Wisconsin on the Internet. 

"I didn't meet one person who 
wasn't friendly," reported an Au- 
burn student to the Web. "I am 
definitely going back for Spring

. "1 support the proposal of a Human Life 
Amendment with exceptions for rape, incetf and 
to save the life of the mother." 



McCain says, "Roe vs. Wade should be 
overturned and abortion should be illegal ex- 
cept in the cases of rape, incest and when the 
life of the mother is in danger." This statement 
is almost identical to that of Bush. 

The gun control issue is almost the same 
story. Bradley Lhinks there may be some cir- 
cumstances for a few "law-abiding citizens" to 
be eligible for concealed gun permits. He 
believes, "concealed weapons should be the 
exception rather than the rule." 

Gore basically thinks the same way. He 
wants the restrictions on guns to be as strict as 
possible "without imposing on the rights of law- 
abiding hunters and home owners. " 

Bush thinks law-abiding citizens who 
pass background checks and proficiency tests 
tlOUld "he ;ible to protect themselves and their 
famili AndMcCain thinks law-abiding citi- 
zens carrying guns is within the law as stated by 
>c constitution.
